A ground cloth for embroidery lace is one which consists of tulle, 
raschel, tricot or knit coated with a water-soluble resin. 

USE/ADVANTAGE - The cloth is used as a ground cloth for embroidery 
lace. Tulle, raschel, tricot and knit are all stretchable and 
deformable; so they have to be sewed to a piece of hot water-soluble 
fabric of poly(vinyl alcohol) (PVA) fibre before they are embroidered. 
Lower temp, prevents discolouring the ground cloth or the stitch yam 
when they have been dyed. As a water-soluble resin, PVA is pref. used; 
the resin is removed by dissolving out with water after the embroidery. 
The PVA may be applied to the ground cloth in a form of film. 
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
